| HOW TO SET FENCE POSTS. 


| Of late years there has been much 
written as to how to set posts, that 
is, whether they will last longer if set 
the reverse of their growth, with the 
top end in the ground, or if set in the 
ground as they grew, with the butt 
end down, writes a practical farmer. 


| There appears to be.a diversity of opin-— 


| ion on this subject, and I have learn- 
'ed in my fifty years’ of practical farm 
life that the only way of knowing facts 


: upon disputed points of farm work (and | 


| that which is of more value than all 
Philosophical reasons that can be pro- 
| duced) is by practical tests. The past 
| fall I took down over 200 rods of board 
fence which had been standing twen- 
ty-five years. In taking down this 
fence I found that nine out of every 
ten of the locust posts that were sound 
enough to be reset, were the posts set 
the reverse of the way they grew, that 
is, they were set top end in the ground; 
the next soundest were the round posts 
regardless of their size. I think their 
soundness should be attributed to the 
simple fact that the end set in the 
ground was round, and kept the water 
out of the center of the post. It is a 
fact well known to all careful observ- 
ers that the limbs of trees grow up- 
ward out of the body of the tree, and 
the grain of the wood is more open 
where the limbs protrude, leaving the 
grain or the wood more open where 
there are knots. When a limb is cut 
or broken off, or when it begins to 
decay, water enters and thus holds 
dampness; there being no outlet when 
the post is setin the ground asit grew 
(butt end down) the water has to re- 
main in the post until evaporated by 
the heat of the sun. It is a known 
fact that dampness makes timber de- 
cay unless kept under water so as to 
exclude the air. Timber kept dry and 
free from dampness does not decay, and 
is 1s the reason that posts last iong- 
er if set with the top end in the ground 
so that where there are knot-holes or 
any open spaces in the posts the wa- 
ter can run out, thus keeping the post 
dryer than when set with the butt end 
in the ground. In my fifty years of 
experiments I have learned another 
fact: That, posts, especially oak cut 
in the fall and winter months before 
the sap begins to ascend, will last 
much longer than when cut later in 
the season when full of sap. By _set- 
ting poste before they are seasoned, es- 
pecially oak, they will last‘longer than 
If allowed to season before being set. 
persons may doubt this last state- 
ment, but my own experiments 
I know this to be true.

BEST COWS FOR FARMERS. 


Personal experience teaches us that 
the best cow for the farmer who either 
sells butter to private customers or 
sends his milk to the creamery is the 
Jersey. ‘ 

The thoroughbred Holstein gives a 
greater flow of milk than does the 
small-framed Jersey beside her, but 
but when it comes to the test in val- 
ue points, the Jersey is far ahead. 

Milk carried to the creamery by the 
man who makes milk-hauling his bus- 
iness is paid for, to him, by weight. ‘At 
twelve and one-half cents per hundred- 
weight, hia,biil for hauling, at the end 
of each month, makes serious inroads 
into the profits of the farmer from bis 
cows, provided he keeps the breed of 
animals giving an abundant flow of 
milk, hut not so ricoh in butter fats as 
that of the Jersey and kindred breeds. 

In many localities there are farmers 
who keep a number of cows, and some 
one of the family makes it his business 
to haul the milk from the farm to the 
creamery. It is but little more trouble 
to take, also, the cans of milk from sev- 
eral neighboring farms, and this he 
does for a consideration. 

Provided the cows were all good Jer- 
seys, the expense of milk-hauling would 
be much leasened, and the outcome of 
butter test at the creamery much 
grenter. 

The smaller cow of the two, natural- 
ly consumes less food, and it is the na- 
ture of the smaller cow to convert her 
food into milk and butter fats rather 
than into flesh. We believe, then, 
the Jersey to be the cow par excel- 
lence for the farmer who patronizes 
the creamery. 


ROTATION. 


After the season's work is over, the 
corn gathered and the stock properly 
provided for, it is a good plan to look 
over the past season’s work, and also to 
plan for the future. A careful review 
of the past may show where a mistake 
bas been made that can be with a lhit- 
tle planning, avoided in the future. 
Generally, with the average farmer, the 
growing of a variet of crops in a 
good system of rotation and feeding 
them out to different kinds of stock 
not only affords a better opportunity 
for profit, but aiso enables the farm- 
er to maintain the fertility of his farm 
better than is usually possible when a 
Speciality is made of one or two crops. 

It divides the labor of the year and 
distributes it more evenly; gives more 
regular employment the year round, 
both for the men and teams, reduci 
in this way the number of teams an 
the amount of hired help necessary to 
properly run the farm, : 

So far as is ible the rotation 
should be planned so that one crop 
wi!! follow another as closely as possi- 
ble. and in the selection the character 
of the soil, the conditions under which 
the work must be dome and the mar- 
kets must be considered, as well as the 
kind of plant food required to grow 
them. So far as is possible, plants that 
require the same proportions of the 
principle elements should not follow 
not follow one another. 

All reasonable care should be taken 
to maintain the fertility, as a good,

With a variety of stock the Senda 
can be dome to a better advantage,

ROOT PRUNING.

branches, cutting oft all roots and 
smoothing with a knife the ends of the 
large ones. the younger trees en- 
courage the main branches to extend;

RAISING PEACH TREES.

REMARKABLE BICYCLE LAMP. 


As Usefal on a Carringe as It Is on a Bicy 
cle. 

Electric lamps for bicycles have for 
the most part been dead failures. They 
were too heavy, or too inefficient, or 
too troublesome, and tha bicyclist, as a 
rule, felt that he had thrown the pur- 
chase money away. The latest electric 
wheel lamp, however, is of an entirely 
different order. It is a clean, power- 
ful illuminator, which can not be blown 
out, jarred out, or extinuished by the 
ordinary accidents which affect other 
lights. It consists of two parts, the 
battery, or source of power, which is 
carried in a compact leather case hung 
from the top bar of the diamond frame, 
or from the handle bars of the drop- 
frame machine. The lamp power is a 
very small, heavily plated with silver 
reflector, mounted on a swivel support, 
and connected by a slender cord with 
the battery. Within this is 
incandescent lamp which gives’ the 
light. The whole outfit is almost as 
useful in a carriage as it is on a bicy- 
cle. The most striking thing about 
it is the power of the light, whichthe 
rider can instantly deflect in any de- 
sired direction. It is more like a 
miniature search-light than like an or- 
dinary light, and it throws a strong 
beam of light for fifty or seventy-five 
yards ahead. This increase of the light 
of a one-candle power lamp to over 100 
candle-power simply by a_ scientifi- 
cally made reflector will probably sug- 
gest to some thoughtful people that 
they may cut down their bills for 
electric light fully 50 per cent. or more 
by going the right way about it. The 
battery will run for eight hours on 
one charge, and can be recharged at 
any incandescent lamp socket, or by 
the special appliances which are pro- 
vided to save trouble in the process.

In tne months of March and April 
during the rainy season one sees busy 
life in the native towns ofthe French 
Congo. The men are preparing to go 
to the bush to cut rubber. Every wo- 
manand child seems to have something 
to do, and even the men do not lounge 
about as usual, but are sharpening 
theic knives and machetes and putting 
their guns into proper trim. The wo- 
men are digging cassava, and some of 
them are washing it and preparing chi- 
guanga or native bread. Others are 
cleaning ¢he cassava with knives and 
tying it into mattels made from palm 
leaves. This kind of cassava is roasted 
over the fire and caten warin, while the 
bread is eaten cold and is mostly used 
on the ruad. The men carry their guns 
so they may kill the game = which 
abounds in the forest. 

CELEBRATED A LA BACCHANTE 


When all! is ready a drunken carousal 
and dance are given the night before 
the start by way of saying farewell to 
the villagers left at bore. Sometimes 
a good place with plenty of rubber 
plants is found after a march of two 
or three days, but oftener the journey 
takes a week or more. In this case the 
men keep carriers on the road with food 
for them, hecause there is nothing to 
| be had in these parts with the excep- 
tion of game. 

The rubber in Central» Africa is not 
a tree, but a vine, often three or four 
inches in diameter. This vine generally 
climbs up the tallest trees, and the na- 
| tives often use une of the vines to as- 
|cend the tree. After the branches are 
reached, which in most cases are at 
least fifty feet from the ground, the 


j men proceed to cut the vines away at 
the top, leaving only one for their de- 
| scent. and this one, if possible, not a 
rubher vine. It seems strange that the 
; Batives cut away the rubber plants and 
so destroy them instead of tapping 
them, but they are too lazy to learn 
fany other way. f 

BOILING THE JUICE. 


After the vines have fallen they are 
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HOW THE RUBBER GROWS.’ 


cut into lengths of three or four feet 
and the juice is collected into irou pots. 
This is a tedious job. The piece of the 
vine is held over the pot, first by ong 
end, then by the other untilthe juice 
ceases running. Then the piece is cut 
again to get af any juice which may. 
have been left in the middle. After a 
pot is as full a rest is taken, and 
this juice is boiled for nearly two hours, 
and during the boiling process is mixed 
with the juice of other vines and some 
lime juice, so that the mixture is more 
Sticky and easier formed into balls. 
As secon as it cools down sufficiently 
to be handled the hardening rubber 
is shaped by winding it at first arouné 
a stick. After a bit the etick is pull- 
ed out and the ball is re-wound:to finish 
it off. In some places these balls 
Weigh three pounds or more each; in 
others, five of them make a pound. 
The purity of the rubber depends much 
upon how tuch other juice has been 
added. The best and purest is that ob- 
tained from a without boilings 
This is only found in the shape of brace- 
lets, because the natives wind the juice 
as it runs out around their wrist and 
let it dry there. When perfectly dry 
it slips off easier. This would be trans- 
parent rubber if the skin and fingers 
of the natives were not so very dirty.

The natives often used to put foreign 
substances, such as small stones, palm- 
nuts and little balls of grass into the 
rubber ball to make it heavy. They 
were soon found out, and every hall is 
now cuf through the centre to reveal 
its mixture. Often the rubber is buried 
for some days because it draws the 
moisture from the ground, which adda 
to the weight. Cheating is resorted to 
because the pay is so poor. It takes 
a party of eight or ten men and boys 
six to eight weeks to gather from 
to 100 pounds of rubber. The value of 
this, if all is first-class, is from 200 to 
2b0 yards of cotton cloth or forty gal- 
lons of rum or three of four flintlock 
guns. Surely this is poor pay for this 
kind of work. ‘ 

Still, the natives rejoice greatly if 
the men from one town return with 
100 pounds. It seems like a fortune ta 
them, because they need so little that 
civilized people crave and pay for. 
When this little fortune is spent ang 
the weather permits another trip is 
undertaken to the rubber region. .

He had done a great deal of 
farm work in his time, but was now 
too old for anything but occasional 
light service; so he usually had the 
range of a pasture in front of the 
house that reached up tothe yard fence.

Science has constructed an eye which 


sees wonderful lights that are invisible | 
to man. The strangest part of it all. 


is that what this eye looks into is a 
mystery which a slight defect in hu- 
man vision has prevented mankind 
gaining the privilege of seeing. Experi- 
ments showed, years ago, that the world 
floated in what is known as ether. It 
has now been discovered that in this 
ether there are invisible lights and 
waves. 

These lights are produced by the elec- 
tric waves in the ether, and they are 
possessed of wonderful power. No sub- 
stance is to them opaque. Not only can 
they penetrate the atmosphere and all 
other transparent creations, but gran- 
ite, iron doors and mounds of earth, 
not to mention human bones, are to 
them as glass.

There are sounds that 
are inaudible, queer as that may seem, 
Just so, there are lights that are in- 
visible. The idea of the penetration of 
ether waves may be gained by casting 
a stone into a pond or any body of 
water whose surface is reasonably 
smooth.

‘The President, in moving the adop- 
tion of the report, said:—I desire to 
adda few words concerning the busi- 
ness of the Company during the past 
year. The three preceding annual re- 
ports I have had the honor of sub- 
mitting to the Shareholders have in 
each case shown an_ increase in the 
premium income of the Company, this 
year, however, has been an exception 
to the rule, there has been a falling 
off—though not a serious one— some 
$25,000, as counpared with the business 
of the year 195. 

As you are aware, a large proportion 
of our revenue is derived from our 
agencies in the United States, and I 
need scarcely remind you that during 
the closing months of 1896 the disturb- 
ed state of political and financial af- 
fairs had a imarked effect upon the 
general trade of the country. Owing 
to the nature of the main questions at 
issue between the two political parties 
in the recent Presidential election, bus- 
iness interests were affected to pro- 
bably a greater extent than in any 
previous contest. ‘ihe volumes of trade 
showed a serious diminution in almost 
every branch, particularly in the 


j amount of importations and the pro- 


dust of manutactories. As a_ natural 
result, insurable values were material- 
ly diminished, andthe premium income 
of fire insurance companies generally 
doing business in the United States 
shows a corresponding falling off. I 
may say here, that while it is to he 
regretted that the revival in trade 
which it was anticipated would set in 
after the questions at issue had been 
settled By the popular voie has not 
yet materialized to any appreciable ex- 


| tent, it is gratifying to note that there 


is a growing feeling of confidence in 
financial circles, which may be regard- 
ed as the first essential to a return 
of commercial and industrial prosper- 
ity. If is certainly a matter of con- 
gratulation that we have passed 
through this period of depression with- 
out that increase in the fire losses of 
the country which frequently accom- 
panies such conditions, and that a very 
satisfactory profit has been realized 


| upon our United States business. 


In the Canadian fire department I 
am pleased to be able to say that our 


| premium income again shows a mod- 


erate gain over that of the year 1895, 
as well as a profit upon the year’s 
transactions. It wiJl be gratifying to 
everyone interested in the Company to 
note that the “British Ameriea” is 
attaining in the field of fire underwrit- 
ing in the Dominion that position 


i} which, as one of the oldest financial 


institutions in the country, we have 
always felt it should occupy. In this 
connection I may say—although the 
year now under review—that we have 
recently assumed the Canadian busi- 
ness of the Agricultural [Insurance 
Company of Watertown, N.Y., having 
reinsured all its outstanding risks in 
Canada. While the amount involved
